Heath to Be Held Responsible for 
Neely, Whom He Sent to Cuba 
to Look After Commer- 
cial Interests.

WASHINGTON, May 39.—Perry S. Heath, 
first assistant postmaster general, will be 
sacrificed on Mark Hanna’s altar of expe- 
diency. As told in the Post-Dispatch 


Sunday, it is the present intention of the 
administration to force Heath to resign. 

Heath says stoutly that he will not re- 
sign. Alger said the same thing, but he 
resigned. 

The Cuban postoffice frauds are still a 
matter of great worry to the administra- 
tion. Nothing has been turned up by the 
investigators in Cuba to relieve the situa- 
tion. It is realized by Hanna tnat effect- 
ive action must be taken. Neely will be 
prosecuted, of course, and punished, if 
possible. But Neely is small fry. 

Heath is directly responsible for Neely’s 
appointment. He sent him to Cuba to 
look out for the Heaths in a commercial 
way. They anticipated having large inter- 
ests there. 

Heath believed Neely to be honest. Heath 
{gs honest. He is grasping and money-grab- 
bing, but he is honest. 

The administration wants a shining ex- 
ample. So Heath will be sacrificed, if the 
present plans carry, 

Heath has already been told that he can- 
not be at the head of the press committeee 
of the national committee as he was four 
years ago.

RATHBONE WILL GO UNTOUCHED

His Silence Will Secure Hanna’s Pro- 
tection and All Scandals 
to Be Hushed.

HAVANA, May 30.—Following the arrest 
of Auditor mReeves of the Department of 
Posts of Cuba, a new sensation was caused 
by the annouacement that E. G. Rathbone, 
director of posts, will be permitted to leave 
Cuba on Saturday a free-man and go to 
Washington. 

No obstacle !s to be placed in Rathbone’s 
way. The object of his mission ostensibly 
is to confer with the postal authorities, but 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent is informed 
upon the highest authority that he will be 
protected oy Hanna on condition that he 
keeps his mouth shut and doés not disclose 
the full extent of the frauds ‘in his depart- 
ment. 

Investigation into Rathbone’s connnection 
with these frauds has not revealed anything 


of criminal character other than negligence 
and most unmitigated carelessness. That 
he will be protected by Hanna and his oth-

er sponsors is manifest from the attitude 
of the persons conducting the investiga- 
tion here. ‘There is an unmistakable pur- 
pose to hush up the scandal and let it die 
Out with the sacrifice of Neely. 

Rathbone has been under espionage for 
two weeks, though not under arrest, The 
order to permit him t& go untrammeled is 
expected to-day as a result ofthe influence 
of Hanna and .other managefs of the Re- 
pvblican campaign, According to the plans 
as understood here, Rathbone’ will not re- 
turn and the investigation ‘inaugurated by 
Governor-General Wood into the conduct of 
the other devartments will be permitted to 
drag along without damaging results. 

The final ‘nvestigation of the postoffice 
scandal, completed by Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General Bristow and his assist- 
ants, show the extent of .peculations of 
Neely and his associates. Gen. Wood told 
the Post-Disnatch correspondent at the pal- 
ace that the total amount of the stealings 
of Neely and nis associates would not ex- 
ceed $100,000. 

Gen. Wood has instituted. a rigid investi- 
gation into «all departments of. the public 
service, ‘ncluding customs, engineering, 
parks and scn ols, which, according to com- 
mon report, will if thoroughly: scrutinized 
disclose the sreatest extravagance, if not 
albsolute theft of public moneys. The gen- 
eral says he intends making the investiga- 
tions as rigid as possible, but the-opinion 
prevails here that the McKinley adminis- 
tration will not permit him-to unfold any 
more damaging disclosures of ‘the. postal 
department antil. after the-- presidential 
election. 

If Gen. Wood.-is sincere:there will doubdt- 
less DE"many revelations -which: wit make 
the postal pilféries appear .small ‘in’ com- 
parison. The popular belief 
worst will not be strong. erough to. resist 
Washington :nfluence. 


AFTER NEELY’S PROPERTY. 


Suit Against Him Begun in Indian- 
apolis Court. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 30.—Unjyed 
States District Attorney Wishard,. on be- 
half of the government, brought suit 
against Charles F. W. Neely to attach all 


the property belonging to the latter that 
may be tound in this state. 

The suit is based on an affidavit sworn 
out against Neely by Inspector-General 
George H. Burton, who investigated the 
shortage in the Cuban accounts for the 
government between Jan. 1, 1900,.and April 
*%. The actual receipts from the different 
postoffices in Cuba that were turned over to 
Neely for these four months are set forth 
as follows: January, $28,902; February, $37,- 
293.06: March, $27,602.80; April, $28,928.54. To- 
tal, $122,656.62. 

Of these sums which he collected Neely 
turned over to the treasurer of the island 
the following amounts: January, $17,530; 
February, $24,365.88; March, $16,926.44; April, 
$18,459.88. Total, $77,281.37,

TROOPS ON CHINESE SOIL

American, British, German, Italian, 


Russian, French 


and Japanese Forces Will Guard Their Lega- 


tions at 


TIEN TSIN, May %3.—American, aggro 
Japanese, German, Italian, Russian and 
French troops to the number of 100 each, 
have been ordered to guard their respective 
legations at Pekin, but the viceroy here will 
not allow them to proceed hence to Pekin 
on the railway without the authority of 
the Teung-Li-Yamen. One hundred and 
eight Americans, with a machine gun and 
a field gun, landed here last night amidst 
great enthusiasm an the part of the resi- 
dents. Five Russian and one British war- 
ship have arrived at Taku and the British 
are now landing. 

Other warships are hourly expected. 

Three thousand Chinese troops from La 
Tai are expected here to-day en route to 
Fang Tai. 

There is a disposition here to believe that 
the “Boxers’’ will disperse before the for- 
eign troaps are ready to act. 


PEKIN, May 29 (Tuesday).—From all

parts of the surrounding country news is 
constantly arriving of fresh atrocities com- 
mitted by the ‘“‘Boxers.”’ Three Christian 
families were massacred at Shan Lai Ying, 
60 miles from Pekin, Friday, May 2%. Only 
two escaped. 

A representative of the press visited Fang 
Tai this morning and found the place oc- 
cupied by a battalion of troaqps. The whole 
railroad station, workshops and locomotive 
sheds were gutted and much rolling stock 
was destroyed, including the imperial pal- 
ace car. Large odowne (Chinese ware- 
houses) full of valuable merchandise were 
burned after having been looted by the 
rioters. The damage done {s estimated~at 
half a million taels. 

The neighboring villagers seem to have 
joined tn the attack,showing that the move- 
ment is not confined to the “Boxers.’” Eight 
ete ig who were captured will be decapl- 
tated. 

Riding through the south gate of Pekin, 
the correspondent found the road inside the 
walls lined with troops, who greeted the 
traveler and his party with a fusillade of 
stones.

ON DIRECT VOTE TO ACCEPT THE 
SENATE AMENDMENT. 


Prospect .of a Final Victory for St. 
Louis Looks Much Brighter 
Than a Week Ago.

WASHINGTON, May &.—The adjourn- 
ment of the Senate in honor of Memorial 
Day prevented any further progress on the 
sundry civil bill, having the St. Louis 
World's Fair bill as an amendment. 

When the Senate resumes its session to- 
morrow Senator Allison will call up the 
bill and resume consideration at the point 
where the measure was left pending at 
adjournment. 

Senator Cockrell, who managed the fight 
in the Senate with such signal skill that 
he had the bill adopted as a part of the 
sundry civil bill without the necessity of a 
rolicall, does not fear that Senator Gallin- 
ger’s motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the Fair bill was adopted as an 
amendment will cause serious trouble. 

The motion of Senator Gallinger will be 
the first thing to be disposed of to-mor- 
row. Unless Senators Cockrell and Vest are 
mistaken in their judgment, the motion to 
reconsider will be tabled and the sundry 
civil bill with the amendment as submitted 
by Senator Cockrell will be passed. This 
will put the bill back into the House by 
Friday or Saturday at the latest, for its 
action on the Senate amendment, 

A conference committee will be asked for 
by Chairman Cannon of appropriations 
When he asks for conferees the advocates 
of the fair bill will make the issue. They 
will ask for a direct vote on the motion 
that the House agree tothe Cockrell amend- 
ment and if the proposition prevails that 
settles the fight in favor of St. Louis and 
the fair. 

If, however, the House should not vote 
to concur, the amendment will goa to confer- 
where the entire question would be 
settled. The conferees on the part of the 
House on the sundry civil bill will — be 
Chairran Cannon and Representative 
Hemmenway of Indiana, Republicans; and 
Kepresentative McRae of Arkansas, Demo- 
crat.

In point of npmbers no Memorial Day pa- 
rade in ‘St. Louis in recent years has sur- 
passed the one“which left Twelfth street 
and Washington avenue for Jefferson Bar- 
racks at 1 o'clock.

Harry B. Hawes decided 
that the strike situation had 
become so grave as to justify an order 
from the Police Board to the sheriff to 
organ'ze a posse comitatus of 1000 men. 

Mr. Hawes reached this conclusion 
Wednesday after consultation with a num- 
ber of his friends, among them Attorney- 
General Edward CC, Crow. 

Mr. Hawes at once called a meeting of 
the Police Board for the purpose of for- 
mally promulgating the order to the sheriff. 

The board began its session at the Four

To a number of his friends he remarked 
that the situation. seemed to have taken a 
decided turn for the worse., He intimated 
at that time that its gravity.demanded more 
stringent measures, and that he was think- 
ing seriously of calling upon the sheriff to 
organize a posse comitatus of 1000 men. 

When he reached the city Mr. Hawes 
held a number of conferences with his ad- 
visers, whom he met at the Planters’ Ho- 
tel. They 2greed that the situation justi- 
fied the demand upon the sheriff. When this 
decision was reached Mr. Hawes went to 
the Four Courts to attend the board meet- 
ing. 

When Sheriff John H. Pohlman was in- 
formed. of the prospect of having to organ- 
ize the posse, he said he had heard nothing 
from Mr. Hawes, but that he would re- 
main at his livery stable on Washington 
avenue until 3 o'clock, in anticipation of 
receiving the board's order. 

‘“‘When the board gets ready to order me 
to form a.pvusse I will do my duty,” he 
said.

WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE 
TRANSVAAL PRESIDENT? 


British Government Fears That Oom 
Paul Will Escape and Is Anx- 
ious to See Him a Pris- 
oner of War. 


LONDON, May 30.—London believes that 
Roberts has entered Johannesburg, but 
there is no official information confining 
“this belief. 

As. Lord Roberts has heretofore always 
fulfilled his predictions,it is taken for grant- 
ed here that the British marched into 
Johannesburg at noon to-day. Indeed, re- 
ports are current that telegrams have al- 
ready been received announcing the fact 
and the serious part of the campaign from 
the military point of view is regarded as 
over. 


LONDON. May 30.—It is officially 
nounced that the Boers are leaving Natal. 
Gen. Hildyard has occupied Utrecht, In the 
southeastern portion of the Transvaal. 

The following dispatch has been received 
“at the War Office from Gen, Buller: 

“Néweastle, May 30.—The enemy having 
formed a camp east of town at Dornberg, 
pressed my right rear annoyingly. On May 
21, I directed a foree under Hildyard, by 
Wool’s Drift and Utrecht, and another Un- 
der Lyttleton, by Scehanga Drift, on Dorn- 
bere. These movements have caused the 
enemy at Dornberg to retire north. 

“Hildyard is at Utrecht, and the tovn has 
surrendered. Cleary is bombarding Laing’s 
Nek. The enemy are much disheartened, 
and were they not in such strong positions 
I doubt if they would show fight. The rail- 
Way was opened to Newcastle on May 2.’ 


NOT ASHRED OF INDEPENDENCE 


Salisbury Declares the Policy of the 
British Government in South 
Africa. 


LONDON, May 30.—In a speech last night 
Lord Salisbury, the British Premier, said: 
‘The ‘stop the war’ party have used my 
name in support of their ideas, by stating 
that I promised that there should be no 
annexation of territory. I never gave a 
pledge. I never meant to give a pledge. 

‘T stated a simple hiétorical fact. We 
were accused of going to war for lust of 
gold and territory. It was those calum- 
nies which, under the favoring influences of 
Dr. Leyds, spread themselves over the 
press of Europe. Nothing could be more 
untrue, 3 

“We went to war to abate oppression of 
the Queen's subjects in the Transvaal, and 
becaue€e our rémonstrahnces were met by an 
insulting ultimatum, to which, if the 
Queen's govemmment had submitted, her 
ed geal, not only :in South Africa, but over 

er colonies and dependencies, would have 
heen at an end. We were forved into war 
by. the action of our opponents. 

To suy that because we repudiated the 
greed of territory we therefore bound our- 
Selves never to anhex any territory is a 
most ridiculous misconstruction.

PASSING OF A REPUBLIC 


By British Edict the Orange River 
Free State Becomes ‘Orange 
River Colony.”’ 


BLOEMFONTEIN, Monday, May 28.— 
Amid salutes and cheers and the singing of 
“God Save the Queen,” the military gov- 
ernor, Major-General George Prettyman, at 
noon, formally preclaimeda the annexation 
of the Free State, under the designation of 
the Orange River Colony. The ceremony 
was somewhat imposing and the scene ii 
the market square inspiring. An immense 
concourse had gathered and the town was 
gay with bunting. The balconies and win- 
dows, surroundiing the square, were crowad- 
ed with ladies, among them Lady Roberts 
and the Misses Roberts, the Countess af 
Airlie and Ladies Henry BenticK and Set- 
trington. 

The troops were drawn up under coan- 
mand of Gen. Knox ard entertained the 
spectators. The povernor, accompaniéd by 
Gen. Kel'y-Kenny and their stafts, escorted 
by the Welsh Yeomanry, was greeted wit 
a general salute, after which, amid an im 
pressive silence and in a clear voice heard 
in every part af the square, Gen. Pretty- 
man read Lord Roberts’ proclamation an- 
nexing the Orange Free State, as conquered 
by her majesty’s forces, to the Queen’s do- 
minions, and proclaiming that the stato 
shall henceforth be known as the Orange 
River Colony. 

Lusty cheers greeted the concluding words 
of the proclamation, and these were re- 
newed with ever increasing volume as 
Lord Acheson unfurled the royal standard 
and the bands struck up “God Save the 
Queen,’’ all present joining in singing the 
national hymn. ‘The ceremony conciuded 
with cheers for the Queen, Lord Roberts 
and the army and a salute of 21 guns.

Of’ Those Shot Tuesday Stilson Is 
Doomed, Rice Will Likely Live and 
Teschke’s Recovery Doubtful. 


Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw told the Post-Dis- 
patch at noon Wednesday that in bis opin- 
jon Motorman R. H. Stilson, who was shot

SA'D A MAN TOLD HIM TO DO SO. 


ASKED BY FEDERAL AUTHORI- 
TIES TO FIND THE MAN. 


He Put One Bomb on Broadway Tracks 
and Watched It Explode—This 
Interfered With Mail Cars, 


Walter Schaefer, a 12-year-old boy, con- 
fessed to the federal authorities Wednesday 
morning that he had placed several bombs 
along the tracks of the Broadway division 
of the St. Louls Transit Co. 

He said they were given to him by a man, 
with full instructions as to how they should 
be placed on the rails. 

Young Shaefer lives at 
way. He was arrested near his home Tues- 
day night. The officer who made the ar- 
rest charged ‘that the boy had put obstruc- 
tions on the track. 

On.the Broadway 
line, and the boy’s offense was in violation 
of the federal restraining order recently is- 
sued by Judge Adams, 

When taken before United States Com- 
missioner Gray the boy became frightened 
and burst into tears. In response to the 
district attorney’s questions, he said: ‘I 
put the bombs on the track, but I was told 
befcre I did that no one would do anything 
to me. 

“A man came up to me when I was near 
my house the other day and handed me 
three round pieces of iron. He said: ‘Be 
careful with those, son;’ and I asked him 
what they were for. He said there was 
dynamite in them. 

‘“‘He told me to put them on the tracks, 
but not let anyone see me doing it. Then he 
said if I put one on it would make a loud 
noise and that two would make one of 
the wheels fiy off. 

“IT just wanted to have some fun and 
I put a bomb on thestrack at Broadway and 
Ann avenue. The was an awful noise 
when the next car Passed. I saw the same 
man again and he had'some more bombs 
with him. Yes, I know him, but I don’t 
know what his name is.”’

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May ¥®.—Rain threat- 
ened to interfere with the arranged opening 
of the reunion of the United Confederate 
Veterans at noon to-day.

ness the Ceremonies. 


HAGERSTOWN, Md., May 30.—Another 
link in the chain which binds together the 
once warring factions of the North and 
South was forged to-day by the dedication 
of a monument erected to the memory of 
men who wore the gray as well as those 
who wore the blue, and who died in battle 
on the field of Antietam, The event, which 
is probably without a parallel in the history 
of the world, was graced by the presence 
of the President of the United States, ace 
companied by many members of his cabi- 
net; a score or more of United States sen- 
ators, thrice as many members of Congress, 
the governor of Maryland, and prominent 
men from all parts of the country. 

The train which brought the President, 
the members of his cabinet and the con- 
gressional party from Washington, reached 
the battlefleia at noon, where they were 
welcomed by Gov. John Walter Smith 
Maryland and staff. 

The dedicatory ceremonies were opened 
by Col, oe E, Taylor, who intro- 
duced Gen. Henry Kyd Douglass, director 
of ceremonies. Prayer was offered by the 
Rev. B. F. Clarkson, who was followed 
by Gov. John Walter Smith, in an uddress 
of welcome. Col. Taylor, as president of 
the Antietam Battlefield Commission of 
Maryland, then presented the monument to 
the national government and the Hon. Elihu 
Root, secretary of war, in a brief address, 
accepted it on behalf of the United States. 
Then followed short addresses, mainly of a 
reminiscent character, by Gens. 

Brooke James Longstreet, Orlando B. 
cox, J. E. Durvee, Senators Foraker, Bur- 
rows, Daniel and others, who were prom- 
inent on the opposing sides in the great 
struggle. These were followed in turn by 
the Hon. George B. McClellan of New 
York and other members of the United 
States Senate and House of Representa- 
i concluded, the band played 
Chief,’’ and Gen. Douglass 
introduced President McKinley, who de- 
livered the address of the day. 
The exercises closed with a benediction 
by the Rev. William Dame. 


The monument is of granite and bronze, 
octagon, 22 feet im diameter at base and 
35 feet high to the top of the statue. Upon 
the base rest columns, representing eight 
Maryland commands who were present at 
the battle, united in supporting the ‘‘Tem- 
ple of Liberty,’’ which is of bronze and 
forms the canopy. The whole is ving te ee 
by a bronze statue, representing ‘‘Peate,”’ 
with sword sheathed and pointed down- 
ward. The figure holds a laure] wreath over 
the hilt of the sword. On four of the faces 
of the monument are bronze bas-reliefs, 
representing scenes in the battle, On the 
interior faces of the buttresses are eight 
bronze tablets, bearing in raised letters the 
name and recard, during the war, of the 
eight organizations commemorated by the 
monument. The monument cost $12,000.

FOR JUDGE-COURT OF APPEALS. 


Is a Kentuckian by Birth but a Mis- 
sourian Since Early 
Boyhood. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., May 30.—The 
Democratic Convention for the Eastern Ju- 
djicial District of Missour! nominated Rob- 
ert Livingstone Gaode of Springfield, Mo., 
for judge of the St. Lenuis Court of Appeals 
last night. The nomination was on the 
third ballot taken at 11:26 p. tn. The final 
ballot stood: Goode, 218; Biggs, 534¢; Wood, 
Dillan, 2. St. Louis voted almost 
solidly for Goode on the final bailot, nom- 
inating hisn. 

The votes of St. Louis delegates nominated 
Goode. In reality, a large majority of the 
St. Louis delegates had all the time been 
controlled by influences friendly to Goode 
and it was agreed with the Goode peopte 
that on the third: ballot the Biggs strength 
should be thrown to him. 

The Jefferson Cltb faction. kept this in- 
tention secret, of course, and one of its 
reasons was to prevent the Brady faction, 
which controlied the First and Second Ward 
delegates, from robbing them of the honor 
of leading the break to Goode. But the 
plans leaked, and when the third ballot 
was called the Brady managers instructed 
the First and Second and the balance of 
their delegations to go to Goode. Thus the 
Brady people claim the honor of leading the 
break which resulted in Goode’s nomina- 
tion. 

The desertion of Biggs was 
surprise to many of his friends, notwith- 
standing the fact that for weeks the in- 
tention of the Jefferson Club people was 
to support Goode after one or two -compti- 
mentary ballots for Biggs. 

The nominee is a Kentuckian by birth, 
but moved to Missouri when a boy and has 
never held any political office except that 
ot city attorney. The nomination of Goode 
was a foregone conclusion after the con- 
vention met, the solid support of the South- 
west being his from the first, while the 
other portions of the district were divided 
Letween the other candidates. 

Nominating speeches being called for, T. 
J. Delaney of Springfield nominated Judge 
R. L. Goode. Judge Green of De Soto 
named Judge Daniel Dillon of St. Louis. 
A. R. Taylor of St. Louis placed the name 
of Judge W. H. Biges before the conven- 
tion, and George J. Tansey of St. Louis 
named Judge John M. Wood in a speech 
abounding in Shakspearean quotations and 
eloquent passages. 

Tne first ballot resulted: Goode, 
Biggs, 94%; Wood, 91%; Dillon, 3. 

Second ballot: Goade, 131%: Biggs, 109%:

A New York inventor has completed a machine which is 
only second in importance to the typesetting machine. It is a 
machine that will make and finish curved stereotype plates 
for rotary printing presses at the rate of four a minute. 

One finished plate a minute is very quick work by the pres- 
ent hand process, in which the metal has to be lifted in ladles, 
poured into the casting box, the plate carried to the “horse” 
and trimmed, sawed, etc. The new machine saves all this 
labor. <A workman feeds the paper mache form or matrix in 
at one end, and the finished plates come out at the other end, 
ready to be placed on the press.

F the baby’s food agrees with it and the 
little one nevertheless does not thrive, 
there is a reason for it. 
Babies need exercise as well as grown 


persons, 
See that the little one’s clothes do not re- 


strict it. 
Long skirts and tight bands will retard 


the baby’s physical development. 

The dragging weight of the long petti- 
coats upon the tender feet is sometimes so 
great that it permanently weakens them 
and predisposes them to deformities. 

Don’t let the Baby be in one position con- 
stantly. 

See that it rests comfortably and change 
it from side to side. 

Thoughtless persons frequently lift ba- 
bies by one hand or both, and occasionally 
a doctor finds that the baby’s shoulder has 
been dislocated by just such unintentional 
improper handling of little limbs.

Better a great 
deal a strong, straight-legged boy who did 
not take a step till he was 2 months old, 
than a bandy-legged son who broke the 
record by running away at nine months. 

Remember that bones are the frame work 
of the body, and they must be built of the 
right materiale, for which the baby must 
get the proper food. 

If the bones are not composed of the right 
minerals, which are only obtained by a 
nourishing diet. they become soft and plas- 
tic, and another victim is added to the long 
list of deformed, ill-shaped children. 

The poor little baby without will or pow- 
er to resist, unable to choose good habits 
from bad, even sitting or lying in the at- 
titude chosen for ft by some one else—was 
there ever a living thing so helpless?

PULITZER SCHOLARSHIPS 


New York Grammar School Boys Be- 
gin Their Examinations To-Day 
to Compete for the Free 
College Courses, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 30.—Examinations for 
the purpose of selecting the class of twenty 
“best qualified’ boys of the grammar 
scnool pupils, from which the ten “most 
deserving of aid’’ will be taken by the com- 
mittee, which consists of Messrs. W. H. 
Merrill, Virgil Prettyman and Joseph K. 
Kittel, will be held at Horace Mann School, 


this city, to-day. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s scheme gives to the win- 
ning boys a stipend of $70 for the pre- 


paratory course in the Horace Mann 
School and $20 per year for the four suc- 
ceeding yeaps of the college course. It also 
earries free tultion in the ‘Horace Mann 
School and in either the schools of arts, 
mines or law at Columbia, New York. 

The principal restrictions on applicants 
aside from the fundamental qua'ification 
af need are: That they be actual residents 
of ome of the boroughs of Manhatian and 
the Bronx; that they shall have spent at 
least three years in the public schools of 
said boroug that they shali be bona- 
fide pupils who have been enrolled for at 
least one zull term in the g@s.mmar sehool 
from which they are graduated at, either 
the February or the June examinations; 
that they have not remained an additiona 
year in the highest class for better he gay 
tion for the scholarship examinations and 
that they have not been admitted to previ- 
ous examinations.

ail boys graduating from ‘he gratinmar 
schools of New York City, who, without 
the benefit of such scholarships, would be 
unable to obtain a college education of the 
first rank. shall feel themselves eligible to 
compete for this privilege. Those who are 
in any way able to pursue a college course 
are not eligible to the scholarships, which 
are awarded according to the need as well 
as to the merit of the candidate. There is 
no place in the world in which the demo- 
cratic spirit prevails more generally than in 
a goad college.
